Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesoia s

Sectiox 1. That the county seat of the county of g ovuor
Isanti, be, and the same is hereby removed from ils countyseat.

bered thirty-two (32) in township numbered thirty-six
(36) north, of range numbered twenty-three (23) west,
in said county.

Sec. 2. At the time of giving notice of the next gen-
eral election, it shall b the duty of the officers of said Tobembmiued
county of Isanti, required by law to give notice of said '@ o8 e
election, to give notice in like manner “that at said election
a vote will be taken on the question of adopting this act
removing the county seat of said county from the fown of
Cambridge, to the north-east quarter of section numbered
thirty-two (32) in township numbered thirty-six (36)
north of range numbered twenty-three (23) west. But
no failure of or irregularity in such notice shall in any
way vitiate the vote on such question.

eaavacd, of such votes upon said question were voted in favor of
the adoption of this act and the removal of said county
seat, an abatract of the canvass of such votes shall be made
on one street, signed and certified in the same manner
a8 in cases of the abstract of votes for comnty officers, and
shall be deposited in the office of the county auditor of said
county,and said county auditorshall immediately thereafter
transmit to the secretary of state a copy of said abstract
duly ceriified by said auditor, and the governmor shall
thereupon forthwith make proclamation as provided hy .
law in such cases, and within sixty days thereafter all
officers who are required by law to hold their offices st
